Leaping Into Niagara. 
Niagara Falls Special to New York Sun. 

About 3 o’clock Tuesday afternoon William 
Allen, a farmer living at Niagara Falls, Ont., 
entered the bridge from the Canada side, and 
shortly afterward a team followed.

SWINBURNE. 


Some Passages in the Life of the Fleshly 
Poet. 
E. C. Stedman in Harper’s Monthly. 

Few will deny that rural England, when the 
sun really shines, and of a midsummer’s day, 
is the loveliest country in the world—all the 
lovelier because the sun shines seseldom. On 
such a rare day I went down past Windsor to. 
Heniey-on-Thames to visit Mr. Swinburne— 
to have sight of and talk with a poet whose 
earliest works had excited in me an_ interest 
that our correspondence bad greatly height- 
ened. It chances that the Henley station 18 
some tuiles bevond the one at which the guests 
at Holmwood usuaily stcp. Sol took a fly 
aud drove back over a delightiul road, which 
finally brought me to the house. I foundita 
spacious white mansion of the Georgian 
type, with a garden divided from the car- 
riageway by a wall, agaiust which peach 
trees and apricot were trailed to face 
the sun. In the entrance hail was a 
quaint collection of old china, heirlooms 
of the family. The poet was work- 
ing in his bed-room, a chamber plainly 
furnished, but with a glorious view from the 
windows—the Swinburne lawn, with fine old 
trees sloping from the foreground. A wood- 
en table was covered with the manuscript 
sheets of a poem which he had been writing 
with the speed that 1s transferred to his gal- 
loping anapests. It was the long, melodious, 
haunting piece, “On the Cliffs,” consecrate 
to the -memory and muse of Sappho. Al- 
though I had heard of Mr. Swinburne’s ill 
health, and that he was then in great retire- 
ment, it seemed that I met him at an auspi- 
cious time. Except for a chronic nervous- 
ness, or what I should call overpossession of 
his body by his mind, he was in health, voice 
and spirits,and he reai me wnat was then 
completed of his poem. It grew out of a 
night in Italv—I tuink he said in Fiesole— 
where he was kept awake by the singing of 
tne nightingales, and faucied their song bore 
a resemblance to a famous line of Sappho, 
and as if the Lesbian poetess had passed into 
the transmitied iife of the himerophonos 
aedon. He read his lyrica! rhapsody with a 
free chanting cidence, like the poet heis, 
and as such verbal music should be read. At 
lunch, and in our long watk after it, for he 
insisted on guiding me to the station, we 
talked of much that it is not mv province to 
repeat. - a ? 

His conversation is as noteworthy as his 
written text—a flood of wit, humor, learning, 
often enthusiastic, more rich with epigram 
and pithy comment than the speech of other 
men. * * * [| had spoken of Bryant’s ele- 
mental quality asthe important thing from 
which verse so absolutely as his derived its 
effect, and had referred to A%-chylus as the 
highest exemplar among tue Attic poets of 
the power to work simply and imaginatively. 
To this he partly asseated,in view of the 
grandeur with which J#:chvius depicts the 
elements of nature, yet thought his choruses 
anything but simpie, terming one of them 
“the toughest nut with the sweetest Kernel 
to be found in the Grecian drama.” He 
courteously referred to my strictures upon 
his estimate of certain American poets, de- 
clared that he appreciated the respective ex- 
cellenece of Brvant’s ‘*Thanstopsis” and 
Loweli’s **Commemoration Ole,’ but dis- 
covered “few notes of song” in either 
of them. It was exceilent good 
speech; but given as song, its first duty was 
tosing. The one, hesaid, was a most august 
meditation, the othera noble expression of 
deep and grave patriotic feeling on a supreme 
national occasion, but the thing most neces- 
sary, though it may be less noble, was the 
Duise, the tire, the passion, of music—the 
quality of a singer, notofa solitary phil- 
osopher or patriotic orator. He said that 
even Whitman, when not speaking poor 
prose, sings, and when he sings at all sings 
well, bis artistic fault being anarruw for- 
malism. Deepas Emerson’s thought might 
be, he found not music im this verse, vet 
found Browning’s wiways goingto a recog- 
nizable tune, if not always to a good one. It 
was a poorthing tohbave nothing but melody 
and be unable to rise above it into harmony, 
but one or the other, the lessif not the great- 
er, vou must have. Imaginea man full of 
great thoughts and emotions, and resolved to

Bogus Champagne. 
Washington Special to Cincinnati Enquirer. 

Nearly all winter representatives of those 
who make American champagne by the natur- 
al process of fermentation have been here to 
induce Congress to protect their interests by 
compelling those who make American cham- 
pagne with the aid of carbonic acid gas to 
label their goods in such a way that the two 
wines could be contracistinguished. The 
Ways aud Means Commitiee reported favor- 
ably, and further addeda tax of 10 per cent 
on each pint, and 20 per cent on each quart 
of champagne made by artificial process. the 
object uf the bill was to prevent cider made 
in New Jersey being charged with gas aud 
sold at the price of the grape, and te encour- 
age the genuine production, which is made 
in St. Louis, Cincinnati and Kentucky. The 
bill came up to-day in the House, on a mo- 
tion to suspend the rules and passit. Ii was 
defeated, however, receiving only a bare ma- 
jority vote instead of the necessary two- 
thirds.

BOSTON’S BIG WHALE. 


The Sea Monster That Was Towed Into 
the Harb or. 


From the Boston Herald. 

There was apn unusual excitement in East 
Boston, yesterday, over the rumor that the 
great Atlantic sea-serpent had not only made 
his customary appearance for the season, but 
that he had been cruelly slain, and that his 
remains were coiled up in Green’s mammoth 
dry-dock on Border street. The rumor gave 
his dimensioas anywhere from fifty to five 
hundred feet in length, and, before the busi- 
ness of the day nad fairly commenced, the 
approaches to the dock were crowded with 
an anxious concourse of investigating hu- 
manity. As the day wore on the crowd be- 
came so great that a detail of police was sent 
for to keep itin check, and, later on, the ap- 
proaches to the wharf were closed altogether. 
Among the crushing multitude were several 
anxious proprietors of seaside hotels and 
other resorts along the coast, who breathed a 


sigh of relief when they found that 
their pet advertising agent was 
still at large, and thac the  extraor- 


dinary curiosity which had veen hauled 
into Greenw’s dock was nothing but a monster 
whale. While the melancholy of the sum- 
mer hotel men was dispelled, yet the curiosi- 
ty of the crowds was notin the least weak- 
ened. The leviathan of the deepis probably 
one of the finest and most perfect, as it is un- 
questionably the largest of the whale species 
ever brought intactinto an American port. 
It was found in charge of Capt. Hoe, an old 
practical whaie fisherman, and author of an 
luteresting book on these peculiar kings of 
the ocean. Inthe conrse of conversation he 
said he had been upward of a year engaged in 
getting a satisfactory specimen for a company 
of Boston gentlemen who had employed him 
for the purpose. Duringthis period he had 
captured nearly one hundred of one kina or 
another, but always, when he had succeeded 
in getting one that Was satisfactory, it was 
devoured by sharks or dogfish before he 
cou!ld get it into port.- The present “bird, *’ 
as the Captain was pleased to denominate 
it, be described in most enthusiastic 
terms as the finest and largest of 
any that he had ever come across. Even in 
death tae monster seemed frightful and dan- 
cerous as he lay extended on the bottom of 
the dock. The skin is of a yellowish or dark 
blue, lighter on the lower part of the body 
than elsewhere, and at ashort distance bad 
the appearance of a buge corrugatea piece cf 
pottery. The whale wus killed, said Captain 
Hoe, early tbe present week, off Province- 
town, and the capture of the monster was a 
very exciting and hazardous piece of work. 
He was shot with a “vomb lance,’’ and, 
though ‘evidently struck in a vital part at the 
first shot, yet he managed to lash and foam 
the briny deep in a most violent manner for 
reveral minutes before he gave up the ghost. 
He was not permitted to sink, asis usual 
when these monsters are shot, but was im- 
mediateiy hooked on to and towed into 
Provincetown harbor. Word of the capture 
was immediately telegraphed by Capt. Hoe to 
his emp!oyers in this city,and the steam tug- 
boat William Woolley, which was dispatched 
to Provincetown on ‘Tuesday, returned with 
its valuable charge in tow yesterday morning. 
The total expense of the Captain’s twelve 
months’ fishing excursion has been about 
“5,000, but he considers this moderate when 
measured with the triumph he has finally 
achieved. He would not trade the ‘‘bird,’’ 
he sav, fora whole herdof Barnum’s Jam- 
bos. The huge mammal measures sixty 

two feet in length, aud its estimated weit is 
twenty-seven tons. Whalers, in estimating 
the weizht of these monsters, allow a ton 
and a quarter to the lmear foot. His Titanis 
head, with the curious crowth of whalevone, 


‘and the huge tail, reminding one of the 
screws of a Cunard steamer, are the 
most striking features of the great fish. 


His jaws have aspread of twenty-five feet, 
and aif bis throat passage were proportionate. 
ly large, he could have smaliowed:a Pullman 
sleeping-car, passengers, colored porter andl 
all, With very little difficutty. He measures 
erghteen feet acress the flukes, and has a 
girth of fifty-eight feet. He belongs to the 
great northern rorqual species, which is said 
10 be the largest of :he whale tribe. Those 
who saw him yesterday Were profuse in ex 
eclamations of wonder and admiration. Mosi 
of the whales of this rare and particular spe- 
cies fouud in Atlantic waters are insignificant 
in size, so Capt. Hoe savs, and this spec.- 
men furthermore differs from most others in 
being a bull. He had evidently strayed from 
his course by being attracted by the smal! 
fish which abound aloog the eastern coast at 
this season of the year. The work of em: 
balmiag the monster was commenced yester- 
day, and wili be completed during the pres- 
ent week. What useis to be made of the 
specimen afterward, however, Capt. Hoe de- 
clines to reveal.

Some Queer Facts Abont Floaters 
and Their Peculiarities.

The Difficulty in Identifying Bodies Ta- 
ken From the Water. 


“The wind is from the northeast to-day; 
we can look for floaters,” said Deputy Cor- 
oner Preadicow yesterday afternoon as he 
watched a neighboring weather vane from the 
Coroner’s office. He had barely concluded his 
prophecy when the telegraph box “‘called’’ 
the Coroner‘s office and the needle read, 
“Floater at the foot of Stein street.” Mr. 
Preadicow has filled the position of 
deputy under four different Coroners, his 
official experience extending over a term of 
twenty years. His opinion on coroner’s 
questions is consequently reliable and his 
fundof experience extensive. 

“Floaters,” said the deputy, “‘cut a big fig- 
ure in the Coroner’s oflice, andjthe number of 
violent deaths inquested during the year. 
Weare now at the height of the 

WATER SEASON, 
During this month and June I have known as 
high as six floaters a day to be 
taken from the riyer, and one day 
held nine inquests on bodies taken from 


the water on the previous day. A person 
drowned during April or May will come to 
the surface in nine days. Drownings of last 
November aud December come to the sur- 
face now. The water has been so cold that 
although decomposition sets in, the gases 
which expel the water from the lungs of a 
corpse do notform. The floater is a corpse 
at this certain stage of decomposition when 
the gases in the lungs and_ intes- 
tines form, causing the a to 
rise tothe surface at a point usually near 
where they are drowned. When a person is 
drowned in the Mississippi the body usually 
finds alodgmentinthe sand about fifty feet 
from the point of immersion. If the current 
is verv strong it may be carried 100 feet be- 
fore lodging. Afieritis once imbedded in 


the sandy bottom it does not 
move until decomposition takes place. 
The time depends upon the weath- 
er. At the present temperature it 


oceurs in about nine days. Next month will 
only require seven days and towards the lat- 
ter end of August only two days after death 
the body wiil rise to the surface. We are now 
getting many of the cases that occurred dur- 
tng the cold weather.’’ 

‘Does the wind affect the 
cases?” 

“Verv much. Whena body comes to the 
surface there is nothing will siuk it again 
except a weight or mntilation of 
itin such a manneras to allow’ the gas to 
escape. Waen coming dowo with the cur- 
rent, it follows just the same course as a 
piece of lizht driftwood.

‘At the foot of Hali avenue or Taicott 
avenue, in Lowell, North Market street, and 
Lesperance streets in the city proper, and 
Elmore and Stein streets, Carondelet. The 
river is watched nightand day by men who 
live in little cabins on the bank and make a 
living by ecatebing drift-wood, toga, lum- 
her and some valuable articles which 
sweep downtheriver. ‘The river bank, be- 
tween lLesperance street and the Arsenal, 
and between the water’s edge and the Iron 
Mountain Railroad track, is full of these 
fishermen’s cabins, which are frequently buiit 
on flatboats and small barges 80 as to accom- 
modate themselves to the sudden changes in 
the stages of the water.

The only way 
to identify is bv the clothing or some missing 
limb.you usually cannot distinguish the shade 
of nair, color of the eyes or tintof the com- 
plexion of a floater who has been in the water 
five or six weeks, The bodies frequently 


caught in front of the city 
are frequently cases of drowning 
from huodreds of miles up the 


river,and that it is a rather difficult thing ina 
ease like this toidentify except by clothing. 
Nearly seventy-five per cent of bodies found 
in the river vo unidentified, many of them be- 
ing from a distance, where the fact of the re- 
covery never reaches friends,and the body finds 
place in Potter’s Field.

LEONARD GOW, 


A Chat With the Manager of the State Line 
o fsteamships. 


Mr. Leonard Gow, the manager of the State 
Line of steamships between Glasgow and New 
York, has been in St. Louis for several days 
past. In conversation with a Post-DISPATCH 
reporter to-day he said that there wasa very 
general depression in the carrying trade just 
at this time, which was affecting the business 
all over the world. ‘‘lt is due of course 
to the fact that we have built too many ships 
for the volume of trade now traveling over the 
Atiautic. Freights are 2d lower than they 
were, and that to ourline alone means adiffer- 
ence of £40,000 or $200,000 a year.’’ 

‘*This is only tewporary of course?’’ 

‘‘Certaisly. Britain will eventually do 
the carrying trade of the whole 


world. Last year British ships 
carried fifty-two per cent of all the freight 
moved in the world; this year we will carry 
more than that.’’ 

‘+The French subsidies to their steamers are 
not hurting you?’’ 

‘‘No; andl believe it is a good thing for 
British ship-owners that the French are giving 


these subsidies. <As long as the 
French nad to depend on their 
own private energy, they were rivals to 


be feared. But once you put an industry on 
erutches and it will begin to go lame. Our 
builders can put up the cheapest and best ves- 
sels in the world, and thatisthe secret of our 
success.’’ 

‘‘In what direction is Scotch emigration 
flowing. We seem to be getting none of it.’’

Birds Killed by the Hail. 

Among the unexpected damages inflicted by 
the hail storm wasthe killing of hundreds of 
birds in Lafayette and Forest Parks and in the 
country about the Fair Grounds.

Park any number of nests tull of eggs were 
dashed to the ground by the hail, and quite a 
number of birds killed. Near the Fair Grounds 
a whvuile colovy of robins and smal birds were 
beaten down to the ground andended. This 


is the first instance within the memory 
of old citizens of St. Louis when 
the _—ihail has been large enough 


to destroy life. The vitality of the piratical 
sparrows carried them through the aerial 
fusilade unhurt—a feet which «very lover of 
our home birds will sincerely depiore.

The Great Damage Wrought by Hail Stones 
Big as Hens’ Eggs. 


Yesterday evening at 4:30 o'clock the break- 
ing clouds that had been fleeting through the 
sky assumed alfsolid, threatening aspect, and 
rain in large drops began to fall, increasing 
gradually to a fearful torrent. A sudaen shift 
of the wind brought with it a few drops of hail 
that increased from the size of peas and mar- 
bles to tnose of hens’ eggs. The hailstones 
increased in numbers, in afew moments fall- 
ing as thick as snowflakes or rain-drops. They 
were driven hither and thither in every direc- 
tion. The direction of the prevailing 
winds was of a rotary nature, 
the hail being whirledinthat direction, sus. 


pended above the earth about two hundred 
teet for minutes before permitted to descend. 
Vivid and forked lightning accompanied the 
terrifleo phenomena. streaking the heavens 
with brilliant lines in innumerable 
directions. About 4:50, when tne 
storm had spent its fury, the signal of retreat 
was given by @ sphericai and dazzling ball of 
lightning. With a blinding rusn it leaped 
fromthe clouds and, doscribinzva curve, ap- 
parently struck the surface of the 
river midway between its banks. It then 
burst, its fragments assuming serpentine and 
fantastic shapes, vanishing in mid air. 
At the storm’s cessation people ventured into 
their vards and were surprised to find haul- 
stones weighing, in many cases, as much as 
three Ounces. Very few fell that weighed 
less than anounce. The damage to property 
and growing truit was not confined to any 
particular locality of the city, bat was very 
keneral. Numerous chu ches suffered the loss 
Of all the painted and stained glass in their 
windows exposed tothe storm. Following is 
a list of those most severely damaged: 
The Chureh of the Messiah; northeast 
corner of Garrison avenue and Locust; the 
Pilgrim Congregational Church, the Church of 
the Holy Communion, the Central Christian 
Ohureh, Church of the Immaculate Concep- 
tion, the First and Second Presbyterian 
Oburches, and the United Hebrew Church. 
The Washington University also suffered the 
loss Of numerous lights, as did Liggett & Myers’ 
tobacco tactory.
